To the Legislature of the State of West Virginia : 

I have the honor to submit the Third Annual Report of the oper- 
ations of this Department. 

The system of publicinstruction adopted by ‘this State has been 
meeting with difficulties of no ordinary character during the past 
year. No State of this Republic inaugurated its school system 
under similar embarrassments. These were foreseen by those who 
had a part in framing the law. Many of them deemed it prema- 
ture. They affirmed that the State was not ready for the move- 
ment. Besides the calamities of war, which always obstruct the 
progress of civilization, there exist obstacles that long and persist- 
ent effort alone will remove. А visit to nearly every county in the 
State, together with conferences with school officers, revealed a con- 
dition of things which it is my imperative duty to present. This 
is done the more willingly from the belief that prompt and liberal 
legislation will tend greatly to make the system the glory of the 
State. Densely settled counties do not present any formidable ob- 
jections to the system. Those interior and border counties, where 
the population is scattered, have not shown the improvement that 
could be desired. The absence of books and papers and a general 
apathy to intellectual eulture, are the results of having had but 
few educational advantages. With that portion of the population 
who cannot read, there is found no enthusiasm on Ше subject. 
They do not apprehend the blessings of a common school education 
to their children, since they themselves never received such an ed- 
ucation. Their sphere of information is necessarily contracted, and 
they deprecate any change in their social or civil customs. The 
richer and more favored counties should not hesitate to extend 
privileges such as they enjoy to these sparsely populated districts.: 
They thus lay a mortgage on the civility, talent ahd enterprise of ` 
every citizen there, which will be more than discharged in the de- 
velopment of their latent resources. 

There is one agency that will remove-the фар apathy, and 
that is the establishment of a school wherever a sufficient number of 
children can be convened. If left to the slow and ordinary mode 
of self-improvement, the present, generation will have passed away 
before the good results of the system will accrue to them and the 
State. At present they are unable to build such school-houses ог 
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to employ such teachers as they need. Again, most of the few 
teachers employed in the districts remote from the commercial 
centres have no just conception of the improvements in the art of 
teaching, and look with positive distrust on any other mode than 
that which they now practice and their predecessors used for many 
years. |. 

Another difficulty appertaining to these sparsely peopled coun- 
ties, is the large amount of territory embraced in the school dis- 
tricts. Think of a township containing more than four hundred 
square miles, and this divided into two sections by a stream, which 
renders intercommunication at certain seasons impracticable, Think 
of narrow districts bounded by mountain ridges on one side and 
rivers on the other, where pupils must walk three, four and even 
five miles if they attend school at all. 

Will it not be remunerative to the State-to encourage immigra- 
tion to these sections? What will do 3%. тоге effectually than to 
guarantee the means of instruction to such as,may desire to settle 
on our unoccupied territory? A permanent school becomes a nu- 
cleus to which population gravitates. When it is understood that 
a school-house is to be as permanent аз a church, a bridge or a road, 
neighborhoods will become more determinate and population less 
fluctuating, A good teacher will command a good school; a good 
- school will insure a good school-house, and a good school-house in- 
variably advertises the thrift, the enterprise, and the culture of the 
society that is its patron. 3

TEACHERS’ HOMES. 


To induce teachers to settle in some of the sparsely peopled dis- 
tricts, arrangements can be made by which teachers may secure a 
homestead near their schools. Папа can be procured on terms sat- 
isfactory to all parties. I have offered this suggestion to boards of 
education and others interested in the matter. 

Wherever practicable, in securing school-house sites, additional 
land should be procured on which dwellings for teachers should be 
erected. This would diminish the number of itinerating teachers. 


INEFFICIENT OFFICERS. 


The lack of competent school officers is another impediment to 
which I am reluctantly compelled to call your attention. It is im- 
possible, in some districts, to secure parties who can meet the re- 
quirements of the law. Men with sufficient literary acquirements 
are not to be found. This is а sad commentary on that system of 
state government which permitted the youth to grow up unlettered : 
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and disqualified for even the ordinary county and township offices. 
Several of-the county superintendents are compelled to examine 
teachers by proxy, while with others the examination is reduced to 


а mere farce. 
Opposition to the system comes from another quarter, and this, 


it is hoped, will be met promptly by that branch of the govern- + 


ment which has the immediate control of such matters. 
Disaffected persons are found who use every means to dissuade 


the people from co-operating with their school officers, It is al- ` 


leged that they follow them in their rounds of official duty and 
urge the people to disregard the law of the State, speaking -of the 
whole civil government as ephemeral and illegitimate. Men of 
wealth and of influence, but who entertain most illiberal and heret- 
ical views in regard to the elevation of the masses, are found 
among those who array themselves with those whe, wish to keep the 
poor and ignorant forever ignorant and poor. 


STATE BOARD OF, EXAMINATION. 


As one of the remedies for Ше: difficulties above mentioned, I 
propose some measures for the direct elevation of the teacher. - I 


look to the teacher as the great agent in this great ‘enterprise. “If 


the legislature should authorize such а board, the complaint now 
preferred against the teachers will be removed. А very slight 
change in the law will suffice for this purpose. It requires much 
discretion to examine a candidate properly. The answers to all 
questions should be given in writing, with no name attached. The 
examiner guided by his aequaintance with. the merit of the manu- 
script would reach a just decision and secure himself from damage 
by a charge of partiality. The uniformity of grade in certificates 
would be an advantage not to be over-estimated. 

Should the present feature of the law remain, at the next йг 
tion for County Superintendent, nearly every county will be de- 
prived of the services of that officer. The holding of “a profes- 
sional certificate” is the legal qualification. Only two have applied 
for such a certificate. Р 
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INSTITUTES. © ,; 


It is not the object of a Teachers’ Institute to teach arithmetic, 
grammar or any other branch of study, but to aid teachers in learn- 
ing how to teach. They are itmerant normal schools, and tend to 
quicken the efforts of teachers and awaken the interest of the com- 


munity in which they are held. During the vacation, the time - 


could not be better employed Бу teachers than by attending an in- 
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stitute for а few days. Where the teachers are cordially enter- 
tained, it infuses a social element equally beneficial to the instruc- 
tors and their patrons. 
A small appropriation would suffice to introduce one institute 
into every judicial circuit, Able instructors can be engaged to 


hold these institutes at suitable points, and doubtless they would 
be largely attended. 


$ ASSOCIATIONS. 


_County Associations have been formed in several ‘counties, and 
have resulted in manifest improvement in the teachers. The State 
Teachers’ Association held its second session at Clarksburg, and 
though attended by few, it was an occasion of great interest. Sev- 
eral able addresses were delivered and many general topics were 
discussed. Preparations are being made to render the third session 


_more attractive. In this connection, I cannot omit making mention 


of the National Teachers’ Association held at-Indianapolis in August 
last. Delegates were present ffom various States. Old and new 
theories were discussed in that philosophical spirit which is best 
adapted to discover what is true. Men of ample range of thought 


met there to counsel and encourage. Co-laborers in the noble work 


of universal education, they inspired each other with hope and 
enthusiasm. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


In my last report I urged the establishment of normal schools, 
My views then presented have undergone a modification as regards 
the number of such institutions. It would be better to consolidate 
on one first class normal school. „А year's reflection has intensified 
the desire to see action taken on this important subject. It is su- 
perfluous to present statistics to prove how profitable these schools 
are. Ina financial view, they are remunerative. In а few years 
the aggregate of teachers will number about one hundred to a 
county. More than five thousand teachers will be busily employed 
in drilling those who are to be the citizens of this State, for their 
duties. The rank of these instructors is a subject worthy of con- 
sideration. Shall they be scientific teachers, acquainted with the 
laws of mental development, or shall they be experimenters sim- 
ply? We will in vain look for teachers of the first grade from 
other States. The supply does not equal the demand. Your school 
interests will absolutely suffer without the aid of a normal school. 

It would be better to suspend the schools in the State for two 
years, and devote the school revenue for that time to the establish- 
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ment and endowment of a State. Normal School, than to have none 
at all. It is really a matter of vital interest that this subject take 
a practical form. No better appropriation of money can be made 
than that which will open the doors of a-normal institute. to the ' 
many young men and women of our own State who wish to devote 
themselves to the profession of teaching. 
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THE SCHOOL LAW. 


A 0 of changes in the school law-has been prepared. Un- 
til the different portions of the State become more assimulated, ` 
changes will be necessary. No radical change will be suggested, 
however, None that will embarrass the system will be тесош- 


` .mended. As the law has been thoroughly revised by competent 


hands, the necessary مس‎ will be presented when the Code’ 
report is submitted. 

One feature of the school i has been the subject of much com- 
ment, and for this reason requires the deliberate consideration of 
the legislature. 

A change was made at the last session of the ОНИ which 
incorporated a system of trusteeship into the school law. It is my 
duty to represent the opinions of those who oppose as well as those 
who favor this change. The reports of the county superintendents 
annexed to this report, show how widely the views of these officers 
diverge. The chief arguments,in opposition to the office of trus- 
tees are— i жы. 

1. The number of officers necessary ; . 

2. The complication of the duties of the county treasurer ; 

3. The indisposition of persons to accept the office; 

4. The Boards of Education can perform the duties assigned to 


ihe trustees ; 


5. The арбайы of securing in some sections persons quali- 
fied to fill the office. 

Those in favor of the change present— 

1. It gives each district a supervision 16 cannot have otherwise ; 

2. The patrons of the school in each district complain of neglect 
when their school is under the direction of persons not resident in 
their district; ' 

8. It creates an emulation in the several districts in securing the 
best teachers, and the best schools; 

4. There are minor duties which only a local board can attend to. 
Special wants of the school and teacher, care of the school-house 
and exigencies to be provided for, which, if left without immediate 
attention, will work i injury to the school. 
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А full discussion of the matter cannot result in any loss фо the 
school system, and it may secure such action as will remedy many 
evils, and harmonize opinions now so discordant. At the proper 
time a plan will be suggested by which the local supervision so 
much-needed may be secured. 
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HIGH SCHOOLS. 


The cities of Wheeling and Parkersburg indicate in their com- 
„ mercial prosperity а great need of а high school in each. These are 
becoming points of vitalimportance in educational matters. The first 
named city has earned a fine reputation for its public “schools, 
Parkersburg gives promise 6f doing а noble work in this direction. 
The propriety of having such high schools in these cities as will ar- 
rest the disposition to go elsewhere to seek an advanced course of 
instruction, cannot be too favorably considered. County~ high 
schools are also recommended. Every éounty should be able to 
graduate its youth up to the highest grade desired, A plan by 
which these high schools might be put in successful operation, is at 
present waived in favor of the State Normal School. It may be 
presented when the financial condition of the Stateis more auspi- 
cious. 


STATISTICS. . , 


Notwithstanding the effort о get correct statistics, І regret to 
say that only few items afford satisfaction. There is quite an im- 
provement.in the reports of school officers over those of last year. 
The total number of youth enrolled between six and twenty-one 
years, is one hundred and eighteen thousand six hundred and sev- 
en, which, compared with the number last year, shows an increase’ 
of 9,805. Reports from other counties will swell the total to about 
145,000. та 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


In regard to school houses, great zeal has been exhibited. The 
tables will show that three hundred and fifteen have been, erected 
during the year. - 

Some districts have built superior houses and a commendable 
spirit is exhibited wherever the people are not over-burdened by 
bounty and other taxes, to put up such buildings as are both com- 
fortable and tasteful. Accompanying this is presented a plan. of a 
village school house taken from Woodward's Country Homes, 

There are at present two hundred school houses in course of erec- 
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tion. Тһе levies made, as indicated in Table B, show that ‘the еп- 
suing year will swell the number of. these buildings. Тһе distribu- 
tion of а work on school-house-architecture has produced a disposi- 
tion to erect buildings of an improved style. In the reports of 
county superintendents various reasons are assigned why better 
school-houses are not constructed. The chief reason may as well 
be acknowledged, and that is—poverty. War has disabled the. 
people, and in constructing buildings of this character it would re- 
act unfavorably on the whole school system to exact great outlay at 
the present time. The disability above referred to will be tempo- 
rary, and in a few years the log house will disappear. Тһе foHow- 
ing remarks, however, are appended for the advantage of those dis- 
tricts that are able to take the lead in school-house architecture. 
They are taken by permission from “ Woodward's Country Homes :” 

“A school-house is not a building which every one contemplates 
erecting, and yet a large proportion are, or ought to be, interested 
in:developing in structures of this class such architectural principles 
as shall make {#Һ impressions in early life, and influence future 
tastes. We have always thought that those educational institutions 
possess the most attractions that are so situated that all surround- 
ings shall have a favorable influence; and there is nothing like. 
+ example in early training. Bring up and educate a boy among 
those who know nothing of the refinements of life, away from’ the 
progressive examples of art and taste, in a tumble-down, unplas- 
tered, ill-heated and ventilated apartment, and he never can become, 
with all the aid of books and teachers, as thoroughly cultivated 
and fitted for the duties of life, as one who has enjoyed associations : 
of a higher order. School architecture has a meaning іп it;-there 
is value in proportion, harmony, beauty, light and shade, as applied 
to school buildings, that-is not comprehended by all.” 


APPORTIONMENT OF SCHOOL FUNDS. 


On the first of April last there was distributed to the counties 
that had made a report of the enumeration of youth the sum of 
one hundred and five thousand five hundred and sixty-three dollars 
and sixteen cents, being dbout 864, cents to each youth enrolled, 
This is nearly 8 cents less than that distributed the year before. 
Two causes are assigned for the decrease. First, a large portion of 
the school revenue was not reported till after the distribution. 
Second, more than one-third of the youth enrolled embraced coun- 
ties that had not paid any school tax up to the date of distribution. 
Complaint was presented by citizens of Jefferson on account of the 
great disproportion between the amount paid in by that county and 
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the amount received. At the time of distribution Jefferson had 
paid into the school fund $7,187 37; and at the time of the’ appor- 
tionment received $2,374 95, not one-third of the amount it, paid 
in. Several causes produced this. The enrollment from the coun- 
ties that had paid no tax at that time, but’ which have since, the 
: neglect фо enumerate the youth in Oharlestown township, and the 
‘omission, I suppose, of the numberof colored youth. . 

Another cause is also apparent, and that is the disproportion of the 
figures that represent the taxable property, and those that represent 
the youth of that county, compared with other counties of the 
State. 
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THE AUDITOR'S REPORT, 


Accompanying this, shows the irreducible fund to be $88,772 52, 
being a nominal reduction from the figures of last year of $17,350 98, 
owing to a change in the character of the stock as explained in the 
report. 

The report of the Auditor is accompanied фу an “Abstract, 
showing the receipts and disbursements at the Treasury of the 
Free School Fund during the year ending September 80, 1866," 
showing a remainder uninvested of $2,681 47. 

There are several items which the statistics do not fully exhibit, 
It would be instructive to know the precise cost per capita of tuition. 
There are so many blanks/unfilled that this information cannot be 
obtained. i 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Have been increased. Table С shows the highest average for males 
out of the cities to be $62 00 per month, and that for females per 
month, $52 00.

А SCHOOL JOURNAL. 


An educational paper is much needed as a means of diffusing 
among teachers and friends of education local and general news on 
matters pertaining to schools, school-houses, furniture, apparatus, 
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school laws, institutes, са ТОБЫ, school books, с. The State 
Teachers’ Association discussed this subject very thoroughly at 
their last meeting. A portion of the “ West Virginia State Advo- 
cate” was offered to that body as an official organ. The Association 
accepted the offer and elected Prof. В. C. Faris as the editor of that 
part of the paper which isdevoted to education. Several excellent 
articles have already appeared, and it is hoped that’ this will prove 
the begirning of the establishment of a school journal that will do 
good sérvice in the cause of popular instruction. The editors of 
the “Ohio School Monthly" and “Тһе New York Teacher" have 
opened the columns of their excellent papers to communications 
from those who desire to représent the educational interests of our 
State. 


APPARATUS AND FURNITURE. 


Many of the schools haye been supplied with Cornel’s outline 
maps, and furniture of the very neatest style. These necessary 
appendages of a good school-house are coming rapidly into use.

SCHOOLS FOR COLORED YOUTH. 


Much anxiety has been expressed by the colored people of our 
State in regard to education. Measures have been taken to pro- 
vide instruction forthem. An excellent school has been started in 
Wheeling, and a few are reported in other places. The school-house 
in Wheeling cost about $2,500. The school is conducted by a 


- teacher of their own color and the behavior and scholarship of the 


pupils are worthy of imitation. Owing to the fact that these freed- 
men are widely separated, their school privileges : are necessarily 
limited. 

I cannot close my report without reiterating the sentiment 
expressed last year. The school system of our State is making 
friends wherever it is permitted to be tried. The cloud is being 
lifted from its future. No misgivings need be entertained in refer- 
ence to its final triumph. . | |

BERKLEY COUNTY. 


MARTINSBURG, BERKLEY COUNTY, БЕРТ. 6, 1866. 
Prof W. В. WHITE, 
°` State Superintendent of Free Schools : 


DEAR SIR: I exceedingly regret that the accompanying report 
is so meagre and unsatisfactory, Various circumstances have con- 


` tributed to produce this result; some of which might probably 


have been overcome by a little more energy and activity on the 
part of the Boards of Education in the several townships, while 
others were, perhaps, beyond their control. 

Our county, as you are doubtless aware, was occupied by one or 


the other of the contending armies during the whole period of the 


ғ 


war, and its close found many of the farms almost destitute of 
fencing, and the inclasures of the yards and lots in the outskirts of 
the towns and villages almost entirely gone. Again, ail building 
and repairing were ща great measure suspended during the 
war, and at its termination, nearly every man had more or less 
to do in that way. These causes produced an unprecedented 
demand for both lumber and workmen. The Board in one of the 
townships, (Gerardstown,) advertised last spring for proposals to 
build several school-houses, but did not receive a single bid. In 
another township, (Hedgesville,) the Commissioners had the great- 
est difficulty in obtaining a workman to make а set of common 
desks'for a house they wished to repair. But what has been most 
in our way, and contributed more than all other causes to paralyze 
our efforts and retard our progress, was-the strong and determined 
opposition made by a large portion of our citizens to the free school 
system. ‘The disloyal almost universally belong to this class, and 
1 regret to say that many of whom better things might have been 
expected are found on the same side. Unfortunately, this oppo- 
sition embraces a large portion of the learning and talent of f the 
8—9 снооі ВЕР. 
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county, во that-the people, in most instances, were compelled to 
select for school officers men of moderate ability, who, being totally 
unacquainted with duties devolving upon them, and finding them- 
selves opposed and censured at every step by those to whom they 
had formerly looked for counsel and direction, seemed afraid to go 
forward, lest they should go wrong. | 

Owing to this cause, а number of the districts are without trus- 

‚ tees, the commissioners being unable to find men willing to serve 
in that capacity, though this difficulty is gradually giving way. ` 
The opposition was so strong, and the difficulties so numerous, that 
the commissioners, in-some instances, did not do as much, perhaps, 

^ as they might have done; but, in view of all the circumstances, I 
feel inclined to commend them for what they have done, rather 
than to censure them for what they have failed to do; and I hope: ~ 

_ you will bear with our blunders and short- -comings until we e become 
more perfect by experience. 

There was a difference of opinion between the members of the 
several Boards of Education’and myself in regard to the meaning 
of the first part of the sixth section of the school law, which, I believe, 
has not yet been entirely removed, Supposing that the distri- 
bution of the State fund last April, by the Auditor, was made upon 
the enumeration of the children previously reported, and that the 
distribution to be made пах April would be based upon the enu-* 
meration required to. be taken between the fourth and twentieth of 
July, I expected that another enumeration would be taken at that 
time; but, upon conversing with the commissioners; I found that 
they entertained a different opinion, believing that the enumera- 
tion taken last winter and spring would be sufficient. After an 
interchange of opinions, I thought they had all concluded to take 
the census of the children again, but the Opequon and Martinsburg 
townships have failed to report. In the former, I am satisfied that 
the enumeration has been made, and the levy made both for the 
support of the schools and for building purposes, but for some 
reason the report has not been sent in, I have been expecting it 
daily, and have therefore delayed to send my report, but fearing 
that it would not be safe to wait any longer, I have concluded to 
send it, imperfect as it is, - 

The Boards in the several townships do not appear to be uniform 
in their manner of making their reports. For instance, the com- 
missioners in the Hedgesville township report nine school-houses, 

“although four are new houses lately put under contract. Their 
‚ building debt seems to represent what 16 will be when the build- 
ings are جس‎ though but little,.if any, of thab debt is yet

due: and the aggregate value of their houses is, I think, the сой“ 
templated value when they are finished. The aggregate and aver- 
age value of their houses, and the value of land, are all marked in 


| their report “in part,” from which I infer that all the old houses 
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have not been valued. 
The commissioners in the Arden ae on the contrary, men- 
tion no houses on the face of their report, but on the back, under 


the head of “Remarks,” they report seven new houses to be finished < 


by the 15th of October; and I learn, (though-not officially;) that 
three or four of those houses were almost finished when the 
report was made, and are, perhaps, entirely completed by this 
time. They report no expenditures or building debt, though I am 
satisfied that no part of the levy for building purposes has been 
received. 

Тре old houses in the Falling Waters и have been Е 
respectively at $50, $60, $125, and $75, though the commissioners 


have not embodied this valuation in their report. They are about - 


to build one new house, the contemplated value of which must be 
embraced in the aggregate value given in their report. 

I.should ‘have returned several of these reports for correction, 
but as they were not received until the last hour, and knowing 
that my report must be imperfect, after all the corrections I had 
any reason to expect could be made, and fearing that any further 
delay would have the appearance of neglect on my part, I have 
ventured to send it asit is. If, however, you should -think proper 
to return it, I shall most cheerfully collect as much additional 
information as possible, and supply any deficiencies and correct 
any errors you may point out. 

Owing to want of room in the columns, I have reported the white 
and colored children together, but have separated them under the 
head of “Remarks.” 

The small number of schools now in 9 has not been owing 
entirely to want of houses. Several more would have been com- 
тепсей some time since, ۴ suitable teachers could have been obtained. 
The want of competent teachers is now, severely felt in this county, 
and, I fear, will continue to be felt for somé time. In the cóurse of 
à couple of months, we shall need- thirty or forty more teachers, 
and І cannot вее at present where they are to be found. 16 is cer- 
tain they are not in the county now. This want, in my opinion, 
will not be fully met until we have a State Normal School established ; 
and I hope you will earnestly press this matter upon the i 6с 
ation of the legislature at its next session. 

I would state, in conclusion, that the school-houses that have 
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been built, and those in course of erection, fall econsidérably short 
of what they should be, but they are vastly superior to those hith- 
erto in use. The state of public opinion in this part of the State 
in regard to this matter has been, and is still, such that it is impos- 
sible to raise 16 once to the proper standard. In view of this fact, 
and in consideration of the exhausted condition of our county, occa- 
sioned by the-late war, I have generally recommended the further 
use of the best of the old houses for the present. There is a large 
emigration from the Northern and Middle States, which is exerting 
a favorable change i in public opinion in regard to the cause of Edu- 
cation, and it is to be hoped that in a few years we shall see great 
improvement in the character both of our schools and school-houses.

BROOKE COUNTY. й 

Educational matters are advancing steadily, and have kept pace 
with every other interest of our county and new State, and there 
is a manifest disposition to support and “carry out the school law. 
The Bard of Education and trustees of the different schools are s 
thorough working men, and the schools will prosper under their 
supervision. 

School-Houses.—Four new houses were erected during the last 
year, on the most improved plan, and seven more are now being 


‚ erected, and near completion. They are generally well located, 


and enclosed with suitable fence. The health and comfort of the 
pupils have been taken into consideration more than the cost. Out- 
buildings are being neglected. 

Furniture.—With few exceptions, there has been but little atten- 
tion paid to furnishing school-rooms. On visiting several school- 
rooms, I found them destitute of chairs and water-pails, and some 
even without brooms. Imagine, Юг a moment, thé condition of a 
private dwelling without furniture, and compare it with a school- 
room in the same condition, and could any one reasonably سر‎ 8 
teacher to succeed in teaching ? 

Apparatus—Most of the schools have been furnished with Cor- 
nel's outline maps, and a few of them with magnetic globes and 
Wilson’s charts. Uniformity of text books has been adopted and 
actively carried into effect by most schools. My predecessor had 
introduced Wilson's series of Readers, which are gradually being 
changed for McGuffey’s. 
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Examinations—Seven publie examinations have been held, and 
fifty teachers were examined. Six number one certifioates were 
granted; fifteen number two, ten number three, four number four, 
and two number five. Thirteen were rejected. I combined the 
written and oral methods of examination. 

Teachers.—More than one-fourth-of the téachers employed were 
inexperienced. Notwithstanding this heavy proportion of unskilled | 
teachers, there was but one total failure, In several instances there 
was lack of system in teaching, and a want of tact in governing; 
yet from a willingness to be directed and astrong desire to succeed, 
the success was greater than anticipated at the-opening of the 
schools. я 

Our female teachers, where they had а fair chance, have been 
fully as successful as the male, never failing in any particular, 
excepting where there was prejudice against them and consequent 
parental co-operation. Wherever there are right views of educa- 
tion, and the most rational methods of teaching, females are ac- 
knowledged to be admirably fitted by their superior social and 
moral qualities for training youth. 

Visitations.—I visited all the schools, except'one, twice and some 
of them three times ; length of visits not less than two hours at 

«апу time, and several half a day. І deem it very important that 
all the schools be visited at least’ twice, one visit near the com- 
mencement and the other near the close, with intermediate visits if 
possible, but making the first and last the most important. The 
manner of improving the time during these visits depends upon the 
kind of teacher having charge. If experienced and well qualified, 
the superintendent can take a seat and with pencil in hand can 
watch the working of the school. He should notice particularly 
the advancement, thoroughness of recitations, and the handling of 
classes. If the teacher should fail to teach well, conduct a few 
recitations and privately call the teacher’s attention to his failures. 

Moral Instruction—There are but very few schools in which 
moral instruction is not given. Many of the schools were opened 
daily with prayer and by reading a portion of Scripture. 

Teachers’ Institutes—Four were held but very poorly attended. ` 
But one is now organized on a permanent basis, with every prospect 
of success. The school laws should be so amended as to compel 
every teacher to teach twenty days and attend an Institute meet- 
ing two days in every month. This is the intérpretation of the 
present law by some of our wisest men and lawyers, but others are 

of different opinion, This should be made plain. 
' Jmprovemenis.—Our people have been improving much in-senti- 
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ment, and have laid both levies for educational and building pur- 
poses to the full extent of the law. It is true there are a few 
croakers,-most of whom are bachelors and married men without 
families.

by exercising it in our favor under present circumstances. I have 
visited every township i in the county, and I am sure if there were 
no other obstacle in the way of organization we could have but few 
schools, at: least for a year or two. E 

In my township we have a teacher, the best in the свиква an 
emigrant from Massachusetts, who was a Confederate conscript, and 
in order to evade duty in the field obtained a commission as sur-. 
geon in the army, though I believe he is and always has been as 
truly devoted to the Union as our Governor, but he cannot take 
the officer’s oath. 

Secondly, should the oath be required of تو‎ “In some * 
school districts there is not a single individual that can take the’ 
officer’s oath, consequently those districts can have no trustees. 
Cannot the township boards of education perform the duties of 
trustees for such districts ? 

I was followed in my round through the county by parties in 
opposition to every measure of West Virginia in general, and the 

~ free school system in particular, arguing the ephemeral existence of 
the “Bogus State," and that it was useless to organize a system that 
-would inevitably go by the board very soon ; and thus haye checked 
that interest which seemed to promise a speedy organization for the 
county. But five townships have reported to me from which the 
subjoined report is submitted. I have waited long for reports from 
the different townships. І have no hope that any others will do 
- anything this year. l'think that if the power of appointing com- 
missioners, where none have been elected or refused to act when 
elected, were conferred upon the county superintendents, instead of 
the state superintendent, it would, from their better local knowl- 
edge of the wants of their respective counties, speedily remedy a 
-very common difficulty. In my township we have but one commis- 
sioner, of which I wrote to yousome time ago. I hope you will not 
‚ fail to make the appointment recommended in that letter. Want 
of commissioners alone has prevented this township from being fully 
organized. This one commissioner has done much, anticipating 
that: his acts would be legalized when commissioners should be 
appointed. - 

There were formerly but few school houses in this couniy held 

by trustees; most of them are private property granted for school 
^ purposes. Some of them pretty good houses and furnished with 
black-boards and comfortable seats and desks. But most of them 
are miserable representatives of school houses, with nothing inside 
for comfort or convenience. In some townships the boards of edu- 
cation can readily obtain titles to such property ; in others nothing 
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can be doin except by process of law. Preparations for building 


E d 


are going on in Williamsburg and Falling Spring townships, and | 


each of them expect a house completed for a late winter school. 

The colored children are so scattered over the county that there 
are not enough in any one district to entitle them to a school, except 
in the township of Lewisburg, and there is no Board of Education 
for that township, and such decided opposition to the Free School 
System that I fear nothing can be done. The blacks are clamorous 
for а school, and not unnecessarily so, but I do not see how it 18 
possible to do anything for them. Е 

This must answer for as good а substitute for a report аз at pres- 
ent Iam able to make. It is utterly impossible to make anything 
like a systematic statement now, and prospects are not very flatter- 
ing. But the elections are now over, and people may again return 
to their reason. 

-I forgot to say that there is one school in operation in Falling 
Spring township, and one will commence in this (Big Bethe!) town- 
ship next week.

To the State Superintendent of Free Schools: _ 

The Free School System is progressing in our county as well as 
could be expected under the circumstances. There is considerable 
prejudice existing in some localities against it. I think, however, 


that this will give way as the people become better acquainted ' 


with the system. 

I regard the change made in the law, which constitutes the 
county treasurer the treasurer of all school funds, as a very bad 
one; ав it is virtually doing away with the township system, and 
causes much inconvenience to the teachers, as some will have to 


travel twenty or thirty miles to get their money. It is also very ` 


annoying for a county treasurer to have to keep accounts with 
sixty or seventy school districts, and correct all their little mis- 
takes. Our township officers seem to think that they are more 
competent to manage their own little township affairs than any 
county officer is to manage them for them. I would suggest that 
the money be put back in the townships, where it properly belongs. 
I would also suggest that the Boards of Trustees be elected on the 
same plan that the commissioners are elected, viz: one for three 


years, one for two years, and one for one year. This would leave ` 
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"two experienced men in office all the time, the oldest in office acting | 
‚ as clerk of the sub-district. I would also suggest the following 
plan for disbursing the funds: Let the county superintendent, 
after deducting his own salary, and the county-treasurer's commis- 
sion, apportion the balance among the several townships, according 
to their enumeration, notifying the Boards of Education of the 
amounts due their townships. Then let the Boards of Education, 
_ after deducting the salary ofthe secretary, and the treasurer's com- 
mission, apportion the balance among the several sub-districts in 
their township, and let the secretary keep the accounts and notify 
the several Boards of Trustees of the amounts due their districts; 
and when a school is closed, let the trustees give the teacher an 
order to the secretary, and the secretary give him an order to the 
township treasurer, and charge it up to the sub-district. The town- 
ship clerk, acting as secretary of the Board, should keep the 
accounts with the several sub-districts in his township, as he is 
supposed to be much better acquainted with the affairs of the веу- 
eral sub-districts than any county officer fifteen or twenty miles 
distant can be. All of which is

DEAR бів; I herewith submit the annual report of the Free 
Schools of Kanawha county for the year ending August 31st, 1866. 
Much delay has been caused by my efforts to get the township 
reports as nearly 60ггес as possible, and by personal illness; which 
will, I hope, account for my having extended the morth’s time you 
were kind enough to allow me, to nearly double that length. Yet 
I hope my report will be received in good time to be embodied in 
your own without any inconvenience. 

The Free Schools of this county are in an encouraging condition, 
and the people are awake to the importance of education. All 
that could reasonably be expected of the school officers has, I 
believe, been done toward the establishment of a free school in 
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7 district in the county. The great difficulty has been „securing 
means to provide houses. Та. no township has this been entirely 
overcome, though five or six of our Boards of Education levied to 
the extent authorized Бу the law in 1865—the most successful col- 
lecting a little over $1000, and the least so, léss than $100. 

Nevertheless, we report forty-eight school-houses which are now 
in “working order,” and have a number of others—built under the 
old system of this county—which have not been reported for want 
of the proper conveyance being made to the boards, For many of 
these reported we are indebted to the old system, though they are 
generally too small and inconvenient, not to say uncomfortable, 56 
be adopted as permanent school-houses. But they "answer a good 
purpose іп onr present financial condition. 

Forty-six Free Schools have been kept in the county, during the 
past school year, an average of nearly three months each, though 
they have not been as equally distributed over the whole county as 
could have been desired. 

I deem the addition of the office of trustee an essential improve- 
ment in the law, in this regard, though there yet remains a difficulty 
in getting men to act without compensation. You did me the 
honor to request suggestions from me, especially upon this subject, 
and after much reflection, I believe that a slight modification of 
the present arrangement is all that would be necessary. I would 
respectfully recommend as follows: That the office of trustee be 
for three years—one to be elected each year; that they select a 
President (of the Board of Trustees) who shall keep a record of all 
school matters of the district, and attend three stated meetings of 
the Board of Education, yearly, which may be fixed by law—the 
first in April or May, (after the district election of trustees, and 
before the annual township election,) to be appointed and attended 
by the County Superintendent, at which the building levy-shall be 
laid, the estimate for continuing schools made, and the salaries of 
teachers fixed—the second on the 20th day of July, at which time 
he should return the enumeration of his district, which it should 
be his duty to take—and the third on the 31st day of August, to 
assist and furnish statistics for the annual report of the Board of 
Education. He should receive limited compensation for these ser- 
vices, to be allowed by the Board of Education, who should also 
receive compensation; their claims to be presented through the 
County Superintendent and allowed by the Board of Supervisors ; 
the other trustees to serve without compensation, as now. 

I would further recommend that the “two Saturdays" mentioned in 
section 44, when actually devoted to the purpose specified, should 
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be deducted from the twenty-two days required аз aschool month: 
that the Board of Education, by and with the advice and consent 
of the County Superintendent, be authorized to fix the limits of 
teachers’ salaries in ‘their respective townships; and that candidates 
for certificates of grades No.1 and 2 should be required to be exam- 
ined in the theory and practice of teaching, drawing, and the prin- 
‘ciples of music, in addition to the branches now required by law; 
` and that all candidates should pay a fee of $1.00 for their certifi- 
cates, to be applied to the payment of the salary of the County 
‘Superintendent. 
Several townships have urged the return of the collection of the | 

` building fund to township collectors, and the disbursement of the 
school funds to the township treasurers. I am inclined to make 
this recommendation, but will merely state that the old system, in 
this regard, worked very well in this county. Had it been con- 
tinued in regard to collection, 15 would have prevented, much of 
the present. delay in providing school-houses, the money being 

obtained much quicker in that way. | 

Both our people and school officers have shown а disposition of 
earnestness in the cause of Education, by cheerfully making liberal 
levies for both continuing the schools and building school-houses 
in most of the townships, thus enabling schools to be maintained 
full six months during the next year, while one, at least, (Charles- 
ton,) has resolved to continue them nine months. Enough build- 
ing funds will also be secured to enable the school officers to fur- 
nish houses to each district not already temporarily provided, 
and we are thus encouraged to hope to be enabled to report, a 
year hence, that no community in Kanawha county is without a

. SIR: In compliance with the 36th section of the school law, I 
herewith transmit to you my annual report. | 
New School-Houses.—Six were erected in the past year—three i in 
Sheridan township, two in Willey township, and one in Jane Lew 
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township, all log buildings, well constructed of hewn timber. 
Owing to the high prices of lumber and other materials, and the 
inconvenience of access to procure lumber in some of the districts, 
the construction of log buildings was resorted to. Fourteen houses 
are-now in course of erection, and will be ready for winter schools, 
and by next spring nearly all the houses in the county will be. 
under contract for building. 

Furniture.—A]ll the houses are destitute of proper furniture. 

Apparatus.—None, except а few have black-boards. 

Schools—We have no graded schools, as yet. The schools are 
classified, with the exception of a few. Owing to a diversity of 
text books, classification is impossible in some of the schools. 

Teachers.—With the exception of а few, all were inexperienced 
in the art of teaching, but, as a general result, rendered -satisfac- 
tion to their patrons, with а few exceptions. It cannot be pre- 
sumed that the Free School System can be carried on in any degree 
of perfection whilst in its incipient state. Many obstacles and dif- 
ficulties will have to be surmounted, which can only be accom- 
plished by perseverance, patience and energy. 

Visitations.—All the schools, except a few, were visited. My 
observations were chiefly confined to the method of instruction and 
classification. Teachers generally exhibited a laudable desire to 
avail themselves of my advice and assistance, and where I thought 
it expedient, I addressed the school on the importance of Educa- 
tion, and the happy results of the benefits of a Free School System. 
Visitations by the superintendents and other officials and parents 
would add а great impulse and stimulus to the cause. 

Trustees —The system of trustees in some districts renders gen- 
eral satisfaction, while in others a general opposition is manifested. 

School Hxaminations—I would here suggest or recommend to 
every teacher, to have a thorough examination of his pupils at the 
close of the school, which is one of the, strongest incentives to 
exertion. 

Conclusion.—In conclusion, I tender my thanks to the officials 
who accompanied me in my visitations. I also tender my thanks | 
to the friends and’ teachers for the kindness and hospitality mani- ` 
fested toward me.

DEAR SIR: I herewith transmit my annual report for 1866. 
It has been but a little more than six months since the first move- 
ment was made towards organizing under the free school law. We 
are now thoroughly organized and at work; prospects, however, 
look very gloomy. We аге almost destitute of everything neces- 
sary to Free Schools, except a tax and some ignorant children. 

There is not a school house in the county worthy of the name. 
In all except two townships the otherwise high taxes prevented the 
boards of education laying a building tax, so we will be obliged to 
build without money or do without building for one year to come. 
There is not а desk or seat in any school house in the county worth 
its name, nor is there more than one black-board in the county, and 
no other furniture of any description. We have just emerged from 
a long war, in which we were situated immediately upon the bor- 
ders, where either army alternately pillaged and destroyed. Then 
add to the poverty and inability thus produced a disposition on the 
part of the more wealthy of our citizens to oppose the system, 
because it does not agree with their views of privileged classes, 
and there may be seen some of the difficulties we have to encounter. 
We have but very few good teachers, and will probably be supplied 
only partly, including good and bad. 

A teachers’ institute might do us much good. If we attempt to 
organize, who can we get as lecturers, and how can we pay them? 
We have not enough teachers to pay by contributions, and they 
are too poor to pay. As much as we could do with our teachers 
would he to get them to attend and pay their own expenses. We 
- are very anxious to put one in operation here, but do not see the 
way clearly open yet. 

I will take the liberty to suggest the propriety of changing the 
form of certificate to teachers of their qualifications, and submit 
to you the enclosed form for your approval or examination. I do 
not feel inclined to certify to the moral character and loyalty of a 
stranger merely because some other person or persons have done 
so. In law such a thing would bean absurdity. To saya thing is 
so merely upon another’s say so is no evidence or knowledge of the 
fact. 

I further would suggest that some uniform system of examina- 
tion and gradation of certificates be adopted, by which uniformity 
_ of practice and equalization of grades can be obtained in the differ- 
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ent counties, and for that purpose would propose that the State 
Superintendent cause to be printed every six months an entirely 
different set of questions, to be asked teachers by the county super- 
intendent, and grades made therefrom according to a scale of your 
own dictation. As the case now stands, І rejected a teacher not 
long since who went to Grant afterwards and was graded No. 2. 

I would also suggest the propriety of a change.in the law, so as 
to require the different township boards of education to notify the. 
county superintendent of the amount of money they have estima- 
ted as necessary, in addition to the state fund, to continue schools 
in their different districts six or nine months, (as the case may be,) 
and that the said amount be set apart out of the township levy for 
each district respectively as per said estimate, and that the town- 
ship board, through and with the advice of the county superinten- 
dent, fix the maximum wages to.be paid for teachers in each district. 

As the case now; stands there 18 no rule to work by. One 
district in Mineral county has but nineteen youths in it, and 
another one has three hundred and twenty-five init. Now if each 
is to recelye an amount of money according to its number of youths 
only, the small cannot pay a teacher any fair sum, while the others. 
can pay a high salary. If each district is to draw according to its 
wants, a small district may pay a larger salary than a large one, 
and so use an Improper amount of money.

бтв: I am not ignorant as to what the school law requires each 
"County Superintendent to notice in his annual report, but mine 
will, of necessity, be deficient in some of these particulars. 

Having taken the responsibility of the office just at the close of 
the school year, (June 21st, 1866,) when there were but iwo or 
three schools operating in the county, it therefore becomes my duty 
io report the last year's labor of my predecessor, which I know 
nothing about. It is true, I visited the schools in operation at the 
time—one in Triadelphia township, and one in Liberty—spending 
about one hour and a half in each place, hearing several recitations 
and conducting one or two myself, being careful to encourage both 
pupils and teachers in every act I thought commendable. These 
are all the visitations I can report, and I have yet to learn how 
many were made by the the former Superintendent during the year. 

I have used all the means in my power to have the financial part 
of the report as accurate as possible, but I have not the data from 
which to make a detailed report of the character and condition of 
the schools, the size and qualities of the buildings, the sufficiency 
or insufficiency of their furniture, apparatus, &c. 

` The school law, as it now exists, is commendable in many of its 
parts, and it has a host of strong advocates in this county. There 
are several errors, however, in the dates, which shotld by.all means 
be corrected. I will suggest one change, which would be desirable 
to have made in the school law. It would save the school officers a 
„great deal of trouble, and in the end render their reports more 
profitable and instructive. 

Since the school year commences September Ist, I propose to 
change the law so that the county superintendent and all the school 
officers elected on May 24th, take charge of their offices on the 1st- 
day of September, beginning with the schooi year. And to 
require the board of commissioners to report to the county super- 
intendent on or before the 20th of July in each, and the county 
superintendent should make his report on or before the 31st of 
August. This arrangement would compel every officer to make out 
and transmit his own report, as well as to settle up his own books, 
and he is certainly аз capable of doing so as those who are entirely 


unacquainted with them.

conducted, cannot make a truthful report of their condition and 
‘character. This difficulty, evidently, could be removed by making 
such alteration in the law as to require each Superintendent to 
make his report early іп June, instead of in September. By this 
means, each one closes up the operations during his own term of, 
office, and affords to his successor the opportunity of commencing © 
immediately on the next dine from his balanced accounts. І do not 
see that the above alteration would interfere with the present opera- 
tions and harmony of the design of the law, for at that time the А 
` whole business of the school year is completed, and it certainly , 
will be а great relief from the business of the Superintendent set- 
tling the accounts and reporting for his predecessor. 
The financial part of the School System could be much simpli- 
fied, and more easily managed, by a different arrangement of its 
funds. With the present arrangement, teachers, and those per- 
forming any repairs, or furnishing fuel for the schools, are often 
very much inconvenienced, by being compelled to travel from dis- 
tant parts of the county to the treasurer for their pay. The trus- 
tees also, owing to its complication, find a difficulty in making out  : . m. 
the specified report in article 21st of the law, that especially which 
does not come immediately within their reach. I refer to that 
part which requires them to make report of “the amount of tax 
levied and collected in their district for school purposes,” to do 
which correctly would necessitate their taking a list of the taxable 
inhabitants of the districts, and searching the Sheriff's boqks, sub- 
tracting- delinquents, бс. It is impossible for the sheriff to collect 
by districts. He can by townships, for his books are so made out. 
It appears to me that all these difficulties and inconveniences 
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could be remedied, by making the Clerk of the Township, who, by 
virtue of his office, is Secretary of the Board of Education, Treas- 
urer of the School Funds of his township. Let tbe funds of each 
township, when collected by the Sheriff, be paid over to its Clerk, 
and the State appropriation be also lifted by the Sheriff, after the 


` apportionment of the same is made by the Superintendent, to the 


different districts in each township, and the several-towrnship Clerks 
notified thereof; let them draw from his hands the amount; then 
each township has its own school funds under the immediate care 
of its Board of Education, who ean at any time, without inconve- 
nience, know the state of its finances, and be enabled to under- 
standingly make the necessary assessments required by law for car- 
rying on the schools, which, under the present arrangement, they 
are obliged to guess at. "This arrangement, also, will enable them 
to make ош correctly, and with greater facility, the necessary 
items to the County Superintendent for his report. 

The great burden of the Free School System, everywhere, has 
been the proper logation, and the erection- and furnishing of suit- 
able buildings for teaching in, and for the comfort and convenience 
of the pupils. ‘This properly done, the system has never failed to 


-commend itself to the favor and hearty support of all. To locate 


the buildings in the proper places, and have them substantially 
constructed and fitly furnished, requires much time and attention 
from the Commissioners, and unavoidably occupies time, in seasons 


* of the year that farmers especially cannot spend without sacrifice. 
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I hope that such alteration may be made in the law in this respect, 
so that reasonable compensation may be allowed to Commissioners 
for necessary time thus spent, at least until the houses are erected 
and the schools are in full operation, Few persons will neglect 
their personal affairs to attend to those of the public without some 
compensation. If done at all; it is by those alone who, having an 
extra share of philanthropy, are ready and willing, under any cir- 
cumstances, to sacrifice for the public good. Others only do so at 
leisure, and at a time when it does not serve the purpose. 

My teport has been delayed to this late hour, partly, from the 
reports of the several Boards of Education not coming in ‘as soon 
as desired, Some of them found a difficulty in making the report, 
on account of no settlement having been made, last season, with the 
Township Treasurers. Others, not having copies of the amended 
school law in time, had not taken notes of the necessary items for 
the required report. These had to be found on the Treasurer's 
and Sheriff's books. 

Further delay has been made that I might be able to give some 
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statement, бо actual knowledge, of the condition of the schools. 

For this purpose, I have visited nearly all the schools now in opera- 
tion in the county—some thirty—all of which I find in as good 
condition as could be expected under the circumstances. They 
have principally female teachers, who are laboring faithfully, and 
compare, both in scholarship and teaching, favorably with those of 
other States, where the opportunities have been much better. 

Аз a general thing, the schools throughoutrthe county are favor- `: 
ably received, and the parents of the children are cheerfully co-op- 

«erating with the teachers in all they do. Undér such circum- 
stances, the teacher can do the most possible good in a given time. 

I find McGuffey’s Charts in some of the schools, but the teachers’ 
are unable to use them toany advantage. From the manner of their 
arrangement—silent letters'and irregular words on the first card, 
م۵‎ I doubt whether they can be used to profit in any school, 
however good the teacher. If those ünsystemqtic things were orig- 
inated by Мебайеу, (which I doubt,) and designed for teaching 
from, on the “word method,” I must change my mind to not think 
them a failure. | * 

. The only new school buildings erected and being used at present - 
are those in Union township. Some of these are very fine struc- 
tures, and serve the purpose well in every respect, except their 
clumsy furniture, the seats of which are so far from the desks in 
front that the pupils cannot occupy either a healthful or comfort- 
able position. "The buildings in this township are nót of uniform 
dimensions. This may have been an oversight in the Commission- 
ers. Wherever the building tax in a township is considered a gen- 
eral and not a district fund, as was the case here, I believe that 
houses of the same dimensions should be erected in each district. 
А departure from this has the tendency of producing dissatistac- 
tion in the township. Several other new houses are in process of 
erection in the different townships throughout the county, designed 

* to be in readiness for teaching this season. Several of the old 
buildings, 20 by 22—between floor and ceiling 6% or 7 feet—very 
small windows, and furniture indescribable, have been temporarily 
repaired for schools until more suitable ones can be built. Some 
are furnished with what is called the Pennsylvania graded desk, to 
be removed into the new buildings when erected. 

Аз far аз I am able to judge, the pupils attending the schools 
now in operation in this county present the mental appearance of 
being fine material for the teachers to labor on, and to exhibit their 
skill to the best, possible advantage, and with the continued co-op- 
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eration of OE 1 doubt not that the schools of this county, 1 та 
short time, will compare favorably with those of any of the coun- 
ties in adjoining States.

There is great complaint in this county of the feature of the 
schoollaw providing for the election or appointment of trusteés. 


` Fhe respective .dutigs of the commissioners and trustees are not 


clearly defined in the present law, arid the bungling manner in 
which the duties of the two sets of officers are presented: gives rise 
to a conflict of authority; ànd, in some cases, to such a disgust of the 
whole system on the part of: commissioners and trustees, that 
neither makes any effort to understand or perform the functions of 
the office. Iregard the amendment last winter, incorporating the 
trustee system, a mistake. That feature should be stricken out as 
soon as possible. We have made great progress in this county 
towards improving the character of the teachers and providing new 
school houses properly furnished with appliances for teaching 
Adthough I am only able to report one school house completed, 
there are seventeen in course of erection and several others. con- 
tracted for. The energetic and efficient school commissioners of 
Fairmont township have purchased and fitted up for the aecommo- 
dation of the schools of Fairmont, a brick building i in which a first- 
class graded school is conducted by a gentleman, assisted by four 
ladies. Mannington and Palatine will adopt the same plan of 
grading their schools as soon as suitable buildings can be erected. 


In view of the great want of competent teachers, I deem the estab- 
lishment of a State Normal School asa matter which should engage’ 


the earliest attention of the Legislature. We must put more 
“ brains” into the profession of teaching before the common schools 
will come up to the point of excellence they have attained in the 
northern states. , Fairmont has advantages and claims for the loca- 
tion of this institution which no other town in the state possesses. 
Indeed it is generally conceded that this is the place for the State 
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Normal School, and it only remains for the Legislature to pass a

bill for its establishment and máke an appropriation to егесі a

DEAR SIR; Your note requesting my presence at Weston, 

came to hand two days after the time designated for the meeting. 

On the reception of your message to meet you at Summerville, I 
hurried thither with all possible dispatch, but on my arrival I 
regretted to learn you had gone some hour or more. 
. I have had an immense deal of trouble and labor to obtain even 
. the most simple report of mere facts from the Boards of Education, 
upon which to base the meagre and unsatisfactory report I now 
have the honor to submit. Our people are almost entirely unedu- 
cated and totally unaccustomed to any branch of business requiring 
the slightest literary attainment. Some of the members appointed 
- on the Boards of Education are sympathizers, and several of the 
trustees selected are rebels. In one of the districts of Wilderness 
township the Board was compelled to appoint. altogether rebel 
trustees for the want of loyal men. In Jefferson township there is 
a large majority of sympathizers, and so far they have persistently 
voted down, and defeated otherwise, every measure tending to the 
promotion of education, peace and loyalty, notwithstanding the 
greatest efforts upon the part of the loyal citizens and myself as 
superintendent, These sympathizers seem determined to do noth- 
ing in the right direction, in concert with truly loyal men. Four 
of the townships, viz: Kentucky, Mumblethopy, Wilderness and 
Grant, have made the levy required by section thirteen of the 
School Law. In Summerville A three out of the four 
. districts have laid the levy according to the said section. But in 
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Jefferson township, as before stated, а majority refuse to move at · 


all. The Board in this township had the youth enumerated, but 
even this has not'béen reported to me. 

From the above you will observe that the т. is divided into 
six townships, ٣ viz: Kentucky, Mumblethopy, 08 Grant, 
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Summerville, and Jefferson ; and I will report on them in the order 
named, as best I can from the reports before me: 
Kentucky.—The people of this township will “join in" and build 

the school houses, and have already taken the initiatory steps in 
. “the matter. Within three weeks from this time I feel confident 
that I could have schools in operation in every district in the town- 
ship. A levy of three mills on the dollar of all taxable property 
has been laid, and reports have all been made in due time. 
« Mumblethopy—tThere are four school houses in this township 
that will answer with some repairing, which the people will do 
immediately, and houses will also be erected, where needed, with- 
out delay. The voters of the township have laid a levy of two 
mills on the dollar, as required ‘by the thirteenth section of, Ше“ 
school law. The trustees and Board have reported - according to 
law, as regards time. 

Wilderness——The school houses required are now being erected, 
and two are being repaired. We can open schools in every 
district, except one, in this township within ten days.’ A levy of 
three mills on the dollar Каз been laid for school purposes as 
required by law, and reports haye all been made in due season. | 

Grant,—In this township we have all the school houses required 
at present, except two, dnd these will be erected shortly. The 
trustees and Board of this township have been prompt in all matters 
of duty. А levy of three mills on the dollar for school рагр@ез has 
been laid according to law. Е 

Summerville—An acre of ground has been donated in district 
No. 8, and building will commence at an early day. A house will ` 
be rented for the present in No.1. The levy according to law has 
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been made for school purposes in: districts Nos: 1, 2 and 8, and ~~ 


reports have been filed in due tine, Levy; three mills on the 
7 dollar. ; 

Jefferson.—No report has been filed with me from this township. 
The gentlemen appointed as a Board of Education all came forward 
and qualified, and have done -all in their power to have matters 
right. ? 

There is great want of common school education in this ‘county, 
and the loyal people seem disposed to aid in getting the system 
into operation. The rebels and their sympathizers will throw 
every obstacle in the way. 

Next week I shall take the ‘rounds, visiting every town and 
district in the county, when I will try to do my duty in straight- 

. ning all matters. We shall be compelled to get teachers from 
abroad, that is, from .some other county. Inform me if I may 
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средна teachers'at once. We shall be generally ready in two and 
three weeks, and would like to commence the schools ра,

DEAR SIR: After begging your indulgence for delay, I would | 
respectfully submit the following аз the additional report required i 
by section 36 of the school law. ; | 

My reports have been delayed in consequence of the very small 
amount of information furnished by Township Boards. 

Although I became County Superintendent only last spring, yet 
І have traversed almost the entire county, and have endeavored as. - 
far as possible to acquaint myself with the operations of the Sys- 
tem of Free Schools. I find that it has opponents in almost-every - 
district, and generally these are the very persons who most need 
its benefits, 

Our winter schools have generally begun. We have a corps of 
very good teachers. Trustees have been paying pretty high sala- 
ries, which has induced many teachers from the border counties of 
Pennsylvania. They are giving general satisfaction. Our youth 
have now the advantages of their modernized systems of teaching, 
which within a short time will insure us a set of competent toach- 
ers of our own citizens. We will then have carried the redoubts | 
within which are intrenched Ignorance and Prejudice, Superstition | 
and Treason. Directing our fire then against their grim old cita- | 
del, we will reduce it; or, if they evacuate, well drive them in 
promiscuous rout from our mountain State. 

I think the school law needs revision, to some extent, though I 
would favor no radical changes. There are several points upon 
which 1р is by no means clear. The manner of distributing town- 
ship and school funds seems not to be specified, and no provision is 
made for disposing of school funds which are left in the hands of 
township treasurers under the previous school law, with many  . 
other deficiencies which have arisen from inadvertencies on the © 
part of law-makers, and of which you are no doubt aware. 
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Many with whom I haye conversed prefer the former arrange- 
. ment of placing school funds in the hands of’ Township Treasurers, 
instead of the County Treasurer. If the law was changed in this 
respect, it would add greatly to the convenience of those having 
drafts on the school fund. This is especially so in the larger coun- 
ties. Individuals in the remoter parts of this county having claims, 
no matter how small, and wishing to collect them, must travel 
twenty miles to the county seat, and should the Treasurer not 
reside there; must go still farther. 

At present, a change a ‘books, I think, would be very impru- ' 
dent. Most persons ght new books last year. These are 
mostly good yet. To render them worthless, by a change, would 
give reasonable grounds for complaint. The Free School System in 
this State don't particularly need any more opposition than ib 
already has. Let us, therefore, be prudent and not change until 
our youth can learn nothing further from our present series. Then 
its importance will be appreciated. Neither should а new law be 
adopted before the people have had time to learn the old one.

with the sehool law. I have visited all the townships of this 
county several times. J find many who are really anxious to get 
schools in operation. We have found some difficulty in getting 
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school officers, for the reason that there are many persons who can- 
not take the oath of office, In the month of July I succeeded in 
getting the officers elected throughout’the county, and was led to 
believe at that time that the commissioners would generally go to 
work аф once and do all they could. In that I have been disap- 
pointed, they, taking them as a whole, have hardly done anything, 
and the secretaries say that if there was no board, they would 
then themselves have called on the trustees, and after getting these 
reports would then have reported to the county superintendent at 
"an earlier day and have made the report in better form than it 
now is. 7 4 
When the amendment to the School Law, аз recommended by the 
State Superintendent, shall be enacted, as I hope and believe it 
will be, making the average attendance at school the basis of the 
apportionment and distribution of the annual school fund, I think 
the four reasons there named for making such change are well 
founded, and the object in view will thereby. be. fully realized.

SIR: In compliance with the thirty-sixth section of the 7 


School Law, I respectfully submit the following report : 

Schools.—I have visited all the schools in operation in this coun- 
ty since the 20th day of June, 1866. Most of them were well 
attended, with teacher and pupil laboring with commendable zeal 
to conform to the new system. Some reluctance is manifested by 
both in laying aside old and familiar text books, and taking up 
those with which they are not so well acquainted. Teachers are 
laboring to elevate themselves in their profession, and bring their 
schools up to a higher standard of perfection. But the want of a 
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- State Normal School is much felt, and provision for its establish- 
ment cannot be too urgently pressed upon the Legislature. 

Houses—The reports from the several townships show that they 
have gone to work with a determination to build good and sufficient 
school houses. Union township has already completed twelve, and 
has two others.under way. Since the commencement of the pres- 
ent school year; Grant township has contracted for the building of 
twelve, to be completed this fall. And the otlier townships are 
procuring lots and preparing to build. 

School .Law.—Some amendments are necessary to perfect the 
School Law. It does not sufficiently discriminate between the 
duties of Boards of. Education and district trustees. I urgently 
recommend the repeal of the 12th section. 

The impropriety of depriving a school district of its share of the 
state funds, raised by a tax on its own citizens, is manifest. Should 
the report of the trustees be filed in an office in which it does 
not belong, the district is deprived of its money, and its youth of 
schools. And should a township or district fail to make the levy 
for the continuance of the schools after the state fund is exhausted, 
it is deprived of its interest in said funds. No doubt tle object of 
the Legislature was to compel the townships to make the levy, but . 
if the money must be raised it would be much better for the Legis- 
lature to levy it, than to deprive any one district of Free Schools, ` 
No district should be allowed to reject Free Schools. As the Law 
now is, every school district in the state may, through themselves 
or their trustees, reject it, and it becomes inopérativeat once. The 
twenty-first section should be so amended as to give entire control 
of the schools to trustees, who should also take the enumeration 
required by the sixth section. Provision should be made for the 
county superintendent to administer the oath to teachers, required . 
by the twenty-eighth section. 2

То the State Superintendent of Free Schools : - 
бтв: It is with much embarrassment that I am obliged to send 
you so imperfect and meagre areport at this late date: I returned 
all reports for correction—some of ‘them the third time—and only 
received the last reports on yesterday. 

Some townships have seven districts, containing but one house 
each, while others have but three, each containing several houses. 
I find in districts containing more than one house, that Trustees are 
much more careless in the employing of teachers; in some cases 
paying higher prices than the grade of certificates will warrant ; 
in other cases employing teachers not suited to the wants of the 
scholars; and some districts, having rebel Trustees, employ по 
teachers unless they are of the same political complexion, thereby 
giving teachers to some sub-districts who are (politically) very 
objectionable. These are some of the troubles which I found exist- 
ing-when I came into the office on the 20th day of June, 1868. 
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A school district should not contain more than one school-house, 
The remedy would be an Act of the Legislature requiring all town- 
ships to be so districted: 

There are about fifty school-house sites in this county, and a large 
majority of the houses are either complete or under way of con- 
struction, and nearly all will be accommodated this coming winter 
with school- houses, or houses rented for the use of schools. |

SIR: І send you, at this late day, my annual эн of Schools 
in Tyler county. 

I regret that my report is necessarily imperfect. This is owing 
to a number of causes, the principal one of which is the failure of 
two Boards of Education to report to me, as required by law. 

A majority of the people of the county favor our present School 
System, and are willing to support it with their influence and 
money, 2 det alone. But it is a fact, patent to all, that the same 
persons who have been opposing the Government in the effort to 
preserve the nation’s life are doing everything in their power to 
oppose and destroy the System of Free Poloni. I write this that 
it may be known to “the generations to come," that in this period 
of our history there were thóse among us willing to keep the people . 
in ignorance, estimating а few dollars more highly than the bless- 
ings of education. But, despite all opposition, our present saystem 
will succeed, and will steadily grow in publie favor. 

While I think 16 bad policy to make changes in the law, as a gen- 
eral thing, yet I am of opinion that some changes are necessary, if 
they could be accomplished. First, I think the law should be so 
modified as to make the State levy thirty cents on the one hundred 
dollars, instead of ten cents, as at present. The people would pay 
it about as readily as they pay ten cents; and then a small town- 
ship levy would be sufficient for a six monthsschool. This the 
people would make, because so small. Second, In order that we 
have efficient Boards of Education, the School Commissioners should 
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be appointed by the County Superintendent, their term of office to 
be the same аз пот. This arrangement would facilitate the work 
greatly. 

After considerable thought on the subject, I am of opinion that 
Trustees had better be continued as they now are, They, too, ought 
to be appointed. The County Superintendent might nominate a - 
certain number from which the Board of Education could appoint. 

It should be made the duty of the Board of Education to make 7 
the levy for building purposes on or before the 20th of June; also, 
township 1еүіев ёо prolong Free Schools should be made at the 

‘same time, so that all levies could be given to the Assessor at the 
same date, This-would save much trouble. 

The Legislature had better so amend the law as to make the 

_salary of Superintendent sufficient for his support, so that a man 
could give all his time to the schools, Take the matter away from 
the Supervisors.

In some of the districts, it will be impossible to have school this 
winter. Not more than seven schools can be at’ all comfortable or 
convenient. Teachers are scarce, and with a few exceptions, poorly 
qualified; but the competence and zeal of a few, the clamorous call for 
schools, and the earnestness in the good work beginning to be man- 
ifest, are truly refreshing, inspiring a hope that we may soon be able 
to send up a fair report from the little back-woods county of Upshur.

The Asses- 
sor should be required to furnish each Township-Clerk with a list - 
of all the taxable property in the township, with the amount that 
each is charged with, so that the several Boards may act intelli- 
gently. All the townships have voted a tax of 23 mills for school 
purposes, except Huff’s Creek, which voted it down.

REPORT OF THE CONDITION OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


At the time of making the last Annual Report of the condition 
of the School Fund, there were on the books of the North Western 
Bank of Virginia, five hundred shares of stock held by the Board 
of the School Fund. The said Bank and its several Branches hay- 
ing formed associations and received certificates of authority, com- 
menced business under the Act of Congress providing for National 
Banks, and made-a division of the stock held by the different funds 
of the State in the mother Bank. The value of the stock being 
considerably below par, the number of shares was diminished fifty 
per cent, leaving but two hundred and fifty shares held by the said 
Board; and that was placed upon the books of the Parkersburg 
National Bank. - ә. 

After the liquidation of the accounts of the old Bank, whatever 
may appear to be due on the original stock above the shares cred- 
ted on the books of the Parkersburg Bank, as aforesaid, will, I 
presume, be subject to the order of the Board of the School Fund. 

. As will appear from the accompanying abstract of receipts and 
disbursements at the Treasury on account of the Free School Fund 
during the year, there has been drawn from the Treasury, by order 
of the Board, the sum of $10,786 51. Of this, the sum of $10,- 
607 62 has been invested in United States Registered Pacific Rail 
Road Bonds, bearing six per cent interest, and running thirty 
years. | AA

This building 1% designed to accommodate about fifty scholars, 
being 25 by 40 feet; with a front projection 10 by 18 feet. In the 
basement, a large furnace and abundant room for coal. The main 
floor is divided into schoolroom, two recitation rooms, hat and 
coat room, wash closet with sink, and water closet, above which is 


a large tank supplied from the roof. The height of the ceilings'is .. 


nearly fourteen feet, and each room is thoroughly ventilated ; the 
belfry is provided with a bell. The partition between the doors to 
the recitation rooms is made in sections, and can be easily removed, 
thus making one large room for exhibition and lecture purposes. 
The stage,.in this case, 1s to be placed at the left end of the room. 
The capacity of the building can be nearly doubled by occupying 
the entire room as a school-room, and building an addition, 12 by 24 
feet, directly in the rear, opposite to the front projection, for reci- 
tation rooms. ` -

PREAMBLE. ә» . 


As a means of improvement in the profession of teaching, and оѓ" 
promoting the interests of the schools in our county, we, the under- 
signed, associate ourselves together under the following : 


: CONSTITUTION. 


ART. L . This Association shall be. called the 
Teachers’ Association. 

Авт. II. The officers of this Association shall be а President, 
three Vice Presidents, a Secretary, Treasurer, and an. Executive 
Committee of three members, who shall also perform the duties of a 
Financial Committee. The Secretary shall, ex officio, be one of 
the members of this OEE, and. shall keep a record of its 
proceedings. 

Авт. ПТ. Itshall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Association. In case of vacancy, or his absence, 
any one of the Vice Presidents, or the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, may perform his duties. 

Авт, ТУ. Itshall be the duty of the Secretary and Treasurer to 
perform the usual duties devolving upon such officers. 

Авт. V. Тһе" Executive Committee shall carry into effect all 
orders and resolutions of the Association. and shall devise and put 
into operation such other measures, not inconsistent with the objects 
of this Association, as it shall deem best. It shall arrange business 
for all regular meetings of the Association, and shall appoint, under 
the direction of the Association, at least one such meeting each 
year. It shall make all necessary arrangements for holding and 
conducting at least one Teachers’ Institute in the county each year.

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Committee shall fix and give due notice of an institute tuition fee 
to be paid by those attending such Institute. All moneys belong- 
ing to this Association are to be paid out only on orders UE by 
the Executive Committee. à

Авт, VII. Any Teacher, or active friend of education, may 
become a member of this Association, by subscribing to this Consti- 
tution and contributing annually to the funds of the Association. 

Авт. VIII. The officers of this Association shall be chosen by 
ballot, or in such other manner as the Association may direct, at 
the annual meeting, and shall hold their offices for one year, or until 
their successors are elected. 

Авт. ТХ. This Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
majority of the members present at any regular meeting, provided 
notice of such intended alteration or amendment shall have been 
given at the preceding meeting.
